About eighty miles due northwest 


ef San I'edro, lu Califon la, lies a 
licscrt Island that has all thr combined 
romance of the ages In Its history. It 
Is rarely visited and has but a single 
Inhabitant, yet it has a ptcullnr fas- 
cination for many people. TIio very Cle- 
ments seem to conspire to make the 
place forbidden, as It almost Invariably 
blows a gale of whirl In the vicinity, 
and when one reaches the Inhospitable 
Island there Is no hay or h.irbor for n 
craft mnch larger than a rowboat 


The Island is about seven miles long 


by two or three in width n nd rises to 
n height of 800 to 1,000 feet In the 
center. Wlud swept, forbidding, haunt- 
ed by the spirits of storms, it docs not 
invite Inspection and appenn* to have 
been cursed by the elements, yet do- 
npite this the island was at one time 
the home of n numerous people, a race 
that has been lost sight of. The writer

from, who they were or why they

It Is Not Known What Purpcso These 


Structures Servo. 


The tonsils are two collections of 


glnndltke structures at tho back part 
of the mouth, one on each side, be- 
tween the pillars of the palate. It Is 
not known what purpose they serve. 
Some have supposed that they arrest 
the germs of disease which may be In- 
haled or taken In with the food, but 
they evidently can catch very few of 
the germs which rapidly pnss tlioiu lu 
tbe food or water or In the air which 
is Inhaled, and It Is well they jmiiot, 
for they are themselves very suscepti- 
ble to dlsense, as some sufferers know 
to their sorrow. Others have thought 
they serve an evil purpose, acting as 
portals of entry for many disease 
germs Into the body. 


The tonsils are very liable to become 


inflamed. This condition constitutes 
tonsilltis, or, when an abscess forms, 
quinsy. Young persons, over fifteen 
and under thirty, are most subject to 
Inflammation of the tonsils, although 
children and even those well along in 
life may suffer. It occurs with special 
frequency lu those whose tonsils are 
enlarged and usually in pwsons who 
are "run down" In general health or in 
whom the power of resistance has been 
lowered as a result of worry or over- 
exertion. 


The extra study In preparing for a 


difficult examination In school or col- 
lege and the anxiety concerning the re- 
sult not uncommonly bring on an at- 
tack of quinsy, especially la those of a 
so called rheumatic tendency. 


There are various kinds of tonsllltis, 


but the symptoms of all are quite sim- 
ilar In the beginning. The patient feels 
111, has chilly sensations, loss of appe- 
tite, more or less headache perhaps, 
constipation, feverishness and a feel- 
Ing of discomfort or actual pain in the 
throat Soon the fever becomes high, 
the throat is dry, swallowing Is pain- 
ful, there Is often more or less earache, 
and the patient seems seriously 111. 


Suppuration may or may not occur. 


The pain and throbbing are most se- 
vere when It does. 


The attack lasts usually from two or 


three days to a week and is apt to ter- 
minate quite suddenly, although If but 
one tonsil has been affected recovery 
may be delayed by an extension of the 
Inflammation to the other tonsil. In 
that case the whole tiresome process 
must be gone through with again. 


The disease Is almost always serious 


enough to require the physician's care, 
for the treatment calls for Internal 
remedies as well as local applications. 
Whatever else Is done, the bowels 
should be kept open from the begin- 
ning of the attack.—Youth's Compan- 
ion.

Officials 
Tell Legislators Two-Cent 


Fares Would Nearly Put Them Out 
of Business—Other Live Items From 
the Capital. 
Harrieburg. Pa., March 4. — "Far- 


mer" William T. Creasy and his Dem- 
ocratic associates in the legislature 
•re plotting trouble for tho Republi- 
cans. Incidentally they are making a 
lot of trouble for the corporations. The' 
latest creation from the Democratic 
mind is an anti-trust bill. Creasy says 
it IB a real-thing trust buster. 


The man from Columbia declares 


that It contains many of the most Im- 
portant provisions of the Ohio law un- 
der which successful prosecutions have 
been brought against the Standard 
Oil company and other corporations 
in the Buckeye state. 


The Creasy bill prohibits a combl 


nation of capital, skill or acts by two 
or more persons, firms or partnerships 
for the purpose of restricting trade or 
preventing competition in manufactur- 
ing or the sale of merchandise. The at- 
torney general or district attorney Is 
directed to institute suits or quo war 
ranto proceedings against the offending 
corporation. At the same time the at- 
torney general is to begin proceedings 
in the Dauphin county court to com. 
pel a forfeiture of the corporation's 
charter or franchiso, and for Its dlsso 
lutlon. 


For violation of this act the officers 


and employes are punishable by a fine 
of $500 to $10,000, and imprisonment 
of six months to a year. Bach viola- 
tion'Is to be a separate offense. Thai 
ought to hold them a while. 


The Creasy bill makes It unlawful 


for any person or corporation to Issue 
or own trust certificates, or to enter 
Into any agreement to place the man 
agement or control of a combination 
or a manufactured 
product in tbe 


hands of any trustee with the Intent 
to limit or fix the price or lessen the 
production or sale. For violation o: 
this provision there is a fine of not 
less than $100 nor more than $5000. 


Any one who shall be injured in hti 


business or property through others 
violating the law may recover dam 
ages to the amount of twice the loss 
and costs of the suit. 


Creasy says he Is going after the 


corrupt practices law with a big club 
He does not like the way it works a 
an election, and he is going to intro- 
duce an amendment to cut out the 
clause in the schedule of expenses 
which permits a candidate to pay fo 
the transportation of voters. 


"A candidate who wants to buy a 


voter," said Mr. Creasy, "gives the 
money to a henchman and tells him 
to transport the voter to the polls. I 
simply legalizes tbe bribery of voters 
The bribery expense is charged up to 
'transportation.' 
I am preparing an 


amendment eliminating that partlcu 
lar clause. I suppose that after I offe 
It some Republican will present a Sim 
lar bill, and mine will be choked to 
death In committee. Then the Repub 
llcans will claim credit for It" 
To Vote For United States Senator 


Notwithstanding Mr. Creasy's caul 


tic comment, more reform leglslatioi 
has been Introduced this session c 
the legislature than ever before, an 
the greater part of it has been put i 
by Republicans. Ira D. McCord, Re- 
publican, of Chester, has presented 
bill to allow the people by popula 
vote to express their preference o 
candidates for the United States ten 
atorshlp. 


It happens that McCord comes from 


T. Larry Eyre's bailiwick, and it ! 
generally supposed that be would no1 
Introduce anything that would be op- 
posed to Eyre's interest As Eyre Is 
a close political and personal friend 
of Justice John ~P. Elkin. of the state 
supreme court, there are those here 
who think they can see some strong 
opposition looming up against United 
States Senator Boies Fenrose two 
years hence. 


Bill to Create Fat Job*. 


A new fat Job la to be created for 


each county In the state having a 
population of 60,000 to 150,000 Inhabi- 
tants, if a bill introduced by Frank 
Craven, of Washington, goes through. 
U provides for the election of a coun- 
ty controller to be voted for by the 
people at the November general elec- 
tion. 
The controller Is to take the 


place of the auditor. 


The Craven bill provides that no 


federal office holder shall be eligible 
for the place during his term, nor for 
one year thereafter, and that no coun- 
ty commlsslouer, county treasurer, pro-, 
thonotary, register of wills, clerk of 
court, recorder of deeds, sheriff or dis- 
trict attorney or their chief clerks or 
deputies shall be eligible to the con- 
trolleiship during their terms or for 
two years thereafter. 
The controller 


Is to give bond in the sum of 120,000. 
The controller is to have general su- 
pervision of the fiscal affairs of the 
county, and to make an annual report, 
to be printed in such newspapers as 
he may select. The county controllers 
are to be paid salaries In accordance 
with the population of the counties as 
follows: 
From 125,000 to 150,000, 


$3000; from 100,000 to 125,000. $2600. 
From there the pay is graded down 
to $1000 for counties having from 60,- 
COO to 60,000 population.

Somebody Is likely to 
ire this query at the railroad officials 
when the next meeting is held about

thropic motives. 
Their officials are 


scared to death. 
They have "called 


off" Thomas V. Cooper, chairman of 
the house railroad committee, disap- 
proving of his line of procedure, and 
Mr. Cooper has allowed things to move 
along their own way since then. 


Bill to Aid Old Soldiers. 


Memorial Day exercises will here- 


after be carried on in propes^style at 
the expense of the various counties of 
the state if the eeante concurs in the 
house measure providing that county 
commissioners shall appropriate an- 
nually as. much money as may be nec- 
essary to each post of the Grand Army 
of the Republic to defray the expenses 
of Memorial Day. Heretofore the bur- 
den of the Memorial Day exercises 
has been borne by the Grand Army 
posts, both in regard tojthe work In 
getting up the program and the ex- 
penses incurred. The old soldiers are 
becoming less able each year to meet 
these expenses. 


"If you don't vote you can't hold of- 


fice." Such will be the case If a bill 
Introduced In the house by Represen- 
tative Nesbit, of Northumberland, IB 
passed. In brief, it provides that if a 
citizen neglects to cast his ballot for 
three successive elections he shall be 
disqualified from holding any office of 
honor or trust In the commonwealth. 
The measure is in the shape of a joint 
resolution, and provides for a new sec- 
tion to Article 18 of the constitution. 
It ia also provided that the general 
assembly shall provide for carrying 
this Into effect by statutes ordering the 
publication of such delinquents. 


A bill regulating trust companies 


was put In by Representative Esler, 
of Allegheny. 
These companies are 


allowed to do a banking business under 
certain conditions and 
restrictions. 


Trust funds, saving deposits and in- 
vestments muat be kept in separate ac- 
counts, and the surplus and undivided 
profits must be added to until they 
aggregate one-fourth of the capital 
stock. No individual shall be permit- 
ted to borrow a sum greater than 16 
per cent of the capital stock, no direc- 
tor may borrow more than 10 per cent., 
and the aggregate loan to directors 
shall not be mor^ than. 25 per cent. 
The treasurer Is not permitted to be 
an officer or director in any other com- 
pany of the kind, shall have no other 
occupation of profit, and shall not deal 
in stocks. The bill was introduced at 
the request of the banking department.

.THE NEGROES. 


Taking as'his eubject "The White 


Man's Burden," ar "Our Negroes and In- 
dians," Prof. Ear) Barnes, In University 
Extension lectnre, bere. last Thursday 
night, discussed the race question In a 
very frank manner. Ha showed by perti- 
nent illustrations of conditions in this 
country, Baytl and Liberia, tbat the ne- 
groes are not fitted for self government 
and apoiie of the immensity of the re- 
sponsibility of tbe white race in assum- 
ing the burden of tbe colored and otber 
less highly civilized races; The problem 
in America, he said, is more difficult 
than with tbe British, as here there is 
daily intercourse with tbe less intellectu- 
al races. He dwelt upon tbe change of 
sentiment toward the negroes as the re- 
sult of 37 years of suffrages, which baa 
shown them unfit for exerciting that 
right, and told of the difficulties to be 
experiences in training mentally and mor- 
ally a race only a few generations re- 
moved from the jn&gle. He Declared' 
that expatriation, segregation or amalga- 
mation are impoBsible under exiuti&g con- 
ditions. "No solutions," be concluded, 
"is apparent. 
We must wait. 
We 


ebould train the negro to definite indus- 
trial prosperity under white leadership. 
And yet, while Wfl have this problem on 
oar hands, we are reaching out for more 
people of the same kind. The best thing 
we can do Is—Jet the bliok man alone.
